10. The City reserves the right, that during the term of 
this contract, if financial conditions warrant, ta withdraw from 


and cancel this agreement, 


Said withdrawal or cancellation will be at the discretion of 
the City and will not abbreviate any of the terms and conditions 


of this agreement, 


Frior to withdrawal or cancellation from this agreement, the 
City will notify the EAC of its intentions within at least ninety 


(90) days of the cancellation date. 


11. EAC represents and warrants that it has full and 
complete authority to enter into this Agreement. 

12. The equipment purchased heretofore by the City shall be 
the property of the City for a period of six (6) years from the 


date of the execution of the original Agreement dated April 8, 


1983. Thus, if the original Agreement is not in effect for at 


least six (6) years (through renewals or otherwise), then upon 
termination of the original Agreement before the end of six (6) 


years from the date of its execution, all equipment purchased by 


khe City shall be returned to the City, If the original Aqree- 
ment is in effect, by renewal or otherwise, for longer than six 
(4) years from date of the execution of the original Agreement, 


then title to such equipment purchased by the City shall pass to 
EAC. The EAC shall not encumber or pledge such equipment as 
purchased by the City for a period of six (6) years from date of 
the execution of the original Agreement and all of such edquipment 


shall be kept at the Clinic's operations. 


Remodeling costs paid by the City hereunder shall be repaid 
to the City by EAC during the aforementioned six (6) year period 
in the following manner. EAC shall be entitled to a reduction of 
the amount owed in the amount of $1,000.00 for each year the 
Agreement has been or will be in effect since the execution of 
the original Agreement. Upon termination of the agreement by EAC 
the amount due and owing shall be repaid by the EAC to the City 
in monthly installments of £100.00 until paid in full. in the 
event the City shall terminate this agreement EAC shall be 
relieved of any payments for the amount due and owing for the 


remodeling.
